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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ron Rudder on 9/23/03. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 12-13 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. Claims 3-4 and 7-13, which were withdrew due to an election/ 
restriction requirement on 9/22/02, are rejoined because of the generic claim being made 
allowable. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art teaches a transistor on an SOI substrate, where the there is a source, a drain, a gate, 
a gate dielectric, an interlaycr dielectric layer formed on the transistor a drain and source wiring 
formed on the interlayer dielectric layer, a first conductor formed in the interlayer dielectric layer 
connecting the drain to the drain wiring, and a second conductor formed in the interlayer 
dielectric layer connecting the source to the source wiring. The prior art does not teach the prior 
art in combination with the drain and source regions independently having a first area on either 
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side of the channel, where there is a second region that protrudes from the first region away from 
the channel wherein the first and second conductors electrically connect to the second protruding 
areas which in return reduces the capacitance between the source and drain conductors and the 
gate electrode.
